"At the close of the past rushing 


season a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion was expressed with the pres- 
ent system. Considerable sentiment 
was found in favor of deferring 
rushing. To ascertain whether this 
sentiment has the backing of the 
fraternities as a whole, we ask the 
early action of your chapter' upon 
the following question as a prelim- 
inary step to the formation of new 
rules which the committee will pre- 
sent shortly to the respective chap- 
ters. 


"Does your chapter favor defer- 


ring the prushing period to some 
time subsequent to the opening of 
college? 


"The committee lists the follow- 


ing points which have led it to 
place the question before you: 


"1. The necessity of returning to 


college from ten days to two weeks 
before classes begin is .obviated. 
Men having work during the sum- 
mer can retain their jobs longer. 
Others may have a few more days 
of vacation after Labor day.

"2. It is fairer to the respective 


fraternities. 
Under

system a man is often pledged be- 
fore the fraternity has had an op- 
portunity to investigate his case. 
Men are taken in who do not prove 
to be congenial. 
There would be 


fewer 
pledges broken and rr.ore 


general • satisfaction 
if 
delayed 


rushing were adopted. 
Each fra- 


ternity would have an . opportunity 
to look over a larger percent of 
the entering class. 


"3. It is fairer to the incoming 


man 
because

is swept off his feet by fraternity 
rushing. 


"4. Violations of whatever rules 


are finally adopted could be de- 
tected more easily if the men had 
an opportunity to locate at their 
permanent addresses and the Inter- 
fraternity Council had a chance to 
organize for the year. 


Change is Necessary . 


"5. Radical change in our rush- 


ing system has become necessary, 
due to the flagrant violations and 
utter disregard of all rules this 
fall. 
Deferred rushing has worked 


satisfactorily at other institutions 
that have adopted the system, and 
there is every reason to believe 
that it would work at Wisconsin.

haps two years after marriage, 
as this sum will not buy clothes.

consequence there are no _large 
families in university 
circles. 


The younger people cannot af- 
ford to have them, and among 
those who have attained pro-

State Income Tax Provision 


Draws Attack of 


Opponents

CHICAGO— Illinois voters Tues- 


day will decide, whether the present 
state constitution, adopted 52 years 
ago, is to be supplanted by the draft 
prepared by the recent constitution 
al convention, which has 
worked 


from January 19SO on the subject, 
until this fall. 


Drafting of the proposed consti- 


tution was attended by bitter con- 
troversies, principally over the ques- 
tion of home rule for Chicago and 
legislative representative of this ci- 
ty and Cook countv.

SILENT NIGHT 


Probably no carol is so universal- 


ly known, loved and sung as this 
simple German song. For years its 
origin was unknown, but supposed 
to date back centuries. A few years 
ago Ludwig Erfc investigated and 
found that is was produced in 1818. 
The poem was written by Joseph 
Mohr, at the time assistant priest 
in Oberndorf in 
South Germany; 


I the melody was composed by'Franz 
i Gruber, a school master. On Christ- 
mas eve of that year it was sung in 
| the church at Oberndorf. The poet, 
who had a tenor voice, sang the mel- 
ody, the composer, a baas, sang a 
second part, and a hastily recruited 
choir of young women the refrain. 
A guitar furnished the accompani- 
ment, the organ being out .of order. 
Twenty years or so later a family 
of strolling singers from the Tyrol 
added it to their repertoire, and in 
18-40 it was printed in Leipsic, as 
a "genuine Tyrolean" song-. For ma- 
ny years (and still in certain song 
books), the composer of the song 
was given as Joseph Haydn, prob- 
ably meaning the great Franz Jo- 


seph Haydn.

NDER the Illinois act of 1919 it

haps, to punish those who commit vio- 
lent acts to overthrow the government, 
but rather it was drafted for the pur- 
pose of forbidding any person who held 
opinions distasteful to the majority of 
our citizens to express those opinions— 


This law of 1919 not only seems to be 


intended to prevent any acts that wculd 
attempt to change, the existing laws by 
force, but to prevent all wild or foolish 
talk advocating changes that may result 
in an attempt to bring about such 
changes by force."—From the opinion of 
Justice Carter of the Illinois Supreme 
Court.

F the people of Illinois still retain the 


sense of humor to which Abraham 


Lincoln was appealing in his 
stump 


speeches all over Illinois a generation e.go, 
they must be enjoying a good laugh at 
the expense of Charles G. Dawes, multi- 
millionaire banker of Chicago. 


Banker Dawes. who won his title as 


"General" as a business executive some 
25 or 30 miles behind the lines in France 
•where Illinois boys were doing the actual 
fighting anrl dying in the late war, made 
a speech in Chicago which has been wide- 
ly reported throughout the country. 


Mr. Dawes is the gentleman who has 


perfected to a high degree the art of us- 
ing profanity in mixed company. He em- 
ployed that ability in his Chicago speech 
las: week with telling effect and as us- 
ual won the plaudits of the "highbrow" 
elements of Chicago and of the nation. 


What the plain folks of the state" 


thrught of the speech, of course, can 
no: be known, but that is a matter of 
no importance to Mr. Dawes. 


Before hi? audience of bankers, manu- 


facturers, fashionable society women of 
Chicago's "Four Hundred" and others, 
3Ir. Dawes made the followmg points: 


That crmgress is dominated by men 


like Senator La Follette who are "afraid 
of the labor unions, many of which are 
headed by criminals." 


That in pardoning the Illinois citizens 


convicted and sentenced under the syn- 
dicalist act of 1919, Governor Small has 
"besmirched the record of the state of 
Illinois aMsi the United States and double 
crossed those who gave their lives in 
war." 


That "we must replace these cowards 


In congress 
who would murder 
their 


country for the sake of a few votes." 


Here are a few more gems from Bank- 


er Dawes' speech to the Chicago meet- 
ing, whicli was held under the auspices 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce: 


"The politicians these days are afraid 


of the hibor unions, many of which are 
headed by criminals." 


"We ne2ci men who are not afraid of 


mobs—wno are ready to fight!'' 


"A move to impeach the governor 


would do no good. He is too strong po- 
litically and it would be USELESS TO 
ATTEMPT TO DISLODGE HIM with the 
METHODS AT OUR DISPOSAL." 


The effect that this remarkable speech 


had upon Banker Dawes' hearers has 
been reported in the reactionary press 
from one end of the country to the other. 


The New York Herald tells how these 


sentiments were received: 


"A patriotic meeting held today at 


noon in the Hotel LaSalle in honor of 
General John J. Pershing under the aus- 
pices of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce st.ir.peded after a denunciation 
of 'corrupt polities'^ and cheered without 
interruption for several minutes a .sug- 
gestion that Gov. Len Small be thrown 
out of office. 


"Two thousand men and women, rep- 


resenting Chicago's military, commercial, 
patriotic and civic organizations, rose to 
their feet in the wildest patriotic dem- 
onstration seen in Chicago since the arm- 
istice. 


"The 
cheering went on incoherently 


for some ten minutes, while the chairman 
attempted to restore order. Then front 
the room arose the cry: 
<. 


" 'Impeach Small!' 'Throw, him out!' 


"One woman in the" rear of the big 


banquet hall rose and shouted: 


" 'In the state that I come from, Penn- 


sylvania, they would take Gov. Small by 
the nape of the neck and drag him 
through the streets until the wind was 
out of him.' 


"The woman, whose identity was not 


learned, was joined by at least twenty 
other women who supplemented 
with, 


'Gov. Small is a traitor,' 'Down with 
Small, the friend of the Reds,' 'How much 
did Small get for pardoning Lloyd T " 


This is 'all very well, but would it not 


be a good idea to invoke the laws of the 
state of Illinois, even in circles where Chi- 
cago's big business men mingle in polite 
and reserved discussion of government 
and the political issues before the na- 
tion? 


Banker Dawes made an inflammatory 


speech, 
in 
which he unquestionably 


aroused his audience to a temper in which 
they proposed to use force against the 
constituted and duly elected head of the 
government of the sovereign state of 
Illinois. Of that there can be no doubt, 
for one lady on the spot advocated seiz- 
ing him "by the nape of the neck" and 
"dragging him through the streets until 
the wind was out of him." 


Banker Dawes himself, in the course 


of his speech, by implication at least, dis- 
couraged his hearers from using the law- 
ful, normal method of removing the 
governor by impeachment. We must be 
"ready to fight", he said, and the record 
does not show that he rebuked the la- 
dies who cried "Down with the govern- 
or!" 


If the Chicago meeting does not ap- 


peal to the common folks of the country 
as the.height of the ridiculous, then the 
American people have lost their ability 
to enjoy a good joke when they see one! 


In addition to encouraging his audi- 


ence to "overthrow" the head of the 
state government 
of Illinois, Banker 


Dawes urged his admiring hearers to 
overthrow the legislative branch of the 
federal government. 


He has said on previous occasions that 


the men in congress are "rats" and in 
his Chicago speech he refers to them as. 
"cowards". 


Even worse than that, Banker Dawes 


has repeatedly assailed the constitution 
of his state and the constitution of the 
American government, for with char- 
acteristic vigor he has. condemned the 
direct primary, and the direct election 
of United States senators. 


He is entitled to distrust the people, 


but should he with impunity make the 
appeals to force which were specifically 
declared illegal under the Illinois Art of 
1919? Can he cite a speech of William 
Bross Lloyd or any of his 
associates 


which produced one tenth the inflamma- 
tory effect of his speech in Chicago? 


No, Mr. Dawes should acknowledge 


that he has made himself ridiculous, 
abandon the public platform, and return 
to his banking business in Chicago where 
he can clip his coupons in peace and 
quiet. 


It might be well to recall, however, a 


bit of history in which "General Dawes" 
helped in the making. 


During the late war, as has been said, 


he did distinguished service 
in 
the 


Quartermaster Corps over seas well be- 
yond the reach of shot and shell, which 
were wounding and killing the boys at 
the front. 


It was his business to receive and draw 


the vouchers for the war 
materials 


which were sent to France in many in- 
stances by war grafters under fraudu- 
lent contracts who robbed Uncle Sam 
blind while the honest men and women 
of the land were making sacrifices to 
help finance the fighting. 


After the war, General Dawes helped 


dispose of some of these surplus supplies 
at very small prices. 


He then returned to this country and 


first became a national figure when he 
appeared before the committees of con- 
gress to do all in his power to obstruct 
the investigation of these same war 
grafters. 
It was then, in the course of 


his profane denunciation of congressmen 
who were trying to do their duty that he 
won the name "Hell and Mariah" Dawes, 
which it is safe to say he esteems the 
best of his titles. 


Included among those who were con- 


demned by Mr. Dawes, were Congress- 
man Graham of Illinois, Congressman 
King of Illinois, and the late beloved 
Senator "Billy" Mason of Illinois, who 
were demanding that the war grafters 
be brought to justice. 


We can leave Mr. Dawes with the com- 


ment which "Billy" Mason made of his 
post-war antics on the floors of congress: 


"I am_ not much impressed with the 


gentleman from Chicago, who thinks he 
is a soldier because he knows how to 
swear."

Meanwhile, let us hope that the prose- 


cuting branch of the government of .Illi- 
nois will be set in n)otion to indict and 


convict under the statutes of the state 
the gentleman'who has made the most 
conspicuous public attempt to engender 
violent sentiment against the constituted 
head of the state government and against 
the men who fill high government sta- 
tions at the national capital at Wash- 
ington.

of a world peace. The produc- 
ers are making certain that all 
iilms sent abroad, 
wherever 


they may go, shall 'correctly 
portray American life, ideals 
and opportunities. 


"Just as you serve the leisure 


hours of the masses, you rivet 
the girders of society. 
The 


motion picture industry accepts 
the fact that the people of the 
country 
have 
the 
complete 


right 
to require that mo- 


tion pictures shall be clean and 
shall be of the highest stand- 
ards of art and entertainment. 


Better to ascertain its duty, the industry obtained the co-opera- 
tion of some eig'hty nationally organized welfare movements." 


Mr. Hays named fifty-six new films as indicative of the 


coming type of picture? and "of the direction of the effort that 
is being made.

plans will be perfected to the end that such need as now obtains, 
together with the certain almost limitless demand of the future, 
shall be met with pedagogic pictures."

Privilege Keeping the Farmer Down 


Lieut. Gov. Comings In Another Article Discusses Present Plight Of Agriculture; 


Artificial And Superficial Remedies Will Not Do, He Says. 


[By Lieut.-(rov. George F. Comings] 


In a former article was briefly stated the 


tragic condition to which the American farmer 
has been brought. 
"In one of the richest 


countries of thp world, through an unjust sys- 
tem of taxation, through monopolistic control 
of its natural wealth, and its basic industries, 
throug-h control of its marketing and distribut- 
ing 
agencies—agriculture, 
its 
fundamental 


business is on the rocks, farmers are serfs to 
the money leaders, farmers are bankrupt, ten- 
ants at will." 


The question is—how shall the 
cargo be 


shifted that the agricultural craft may be set 
iifloat and directed to a haven of happiness. 


A learned mnn has said, "that t-jxntion is the 


greatest force for good or for evil known to 
peaceful society." 
Prof. Ely has s.-,id "taxation 


may 
create 
monopolies, or it may prevent 


them. Taxation may concentrate wealth or it 
may diffuse wealth." 


The American farmer i? being broken by a 


most onerous, unjust system of taxation. If 
one goes into a wilderness, clears land, fences 
it, breaks it, tiles it, and makes the desert 
blossom as the rose, he is penalized. 
Jf he 


increases the fertility of his land, produce? 
'arger crops, keeps more and bettor stock, he is 
treated as a malefactor, and his annual tribute 
of taxes is increased. The more wealth he 
creates, the greater is the tax imposed each 
succeeding year. While in our midst is -tile 
shielded parasitic class, who toil not, neither 
do they spin, holding millions of acres of coal 
lands, old fields, water power sites, timber 


! supplies, agricultural lands ar.d city lots out 


i of use, (and having also a. strangle-hold upon 


j money and credit, upon transportation, and on 


j marketing facilities) taxed so lightly on their 


I immense holdings that it is profitable to keep 


i them out of use for speculative purposes. 
| 
Was there ever a tax gatherer commissioned 


I by despotic Rome who could despoil the wealth 


; producers of their wealth, as car the mono- 
! polists who own corner lots in our great in- 


I dustrial centers? 
Have tyrants of the past 


| ever crushed so many, and in such a heartless 
| manner as has been done in the last two years, 


through the edict of h a l f ' a dozen New'York 
barkers, who ordered the deflation policies for 
the farmers? 
The head of the agricultural 


department at Washington is reported as saying 
"that the farmers have suffered more than 
fifty billion dollars of loss during this sbo: t 
period." 


As a step toward better conditions, let us 


lighter, gradually the burden of taxation that 
industry is staggering under, and increase the 
load on those who receive unearned incomes— 
either in the form of ground rent, or interest 
on stocks and bonds, and who hold from access 
and from use natural resources. Let us penal- 
ize drastically those who close the doors of op- 
portunity and create monopolies. 


Around every town ar.d city has been erected 


a barbed wire fence ten feet high, throug-h 
which nothing passes "except through the gate- 
ways of privilege. 
Those who own or control 


a city's or nation's store houses and refrigera- 
tion facilities, can speculate in and add another 
item to the cost of our food, which the c:ty or 
the nation must pay for these necessities of 
life. 


For years it has been considered good states- 


manship to build'highways for the common use. 
For one hundred years through a' general prop- 
erty tax schools have been equipped .and op- 
erated for the general welfare. 
What sound 


reason can be given why public credit should 
not be used to provide warehouses and refrig- 
eration faciliti"Sj so that a nation's food may 
be distributed' as a means of service 1 


On standardized farm products stored in fire, 


proof warehouses credit could be extended and 


I lie market steadily supplied as demand arises 
—prices stabilized and producers and consum- 
ers be both greatly benefited. At the present 
time currency is issued on warehouse certifi- 
cates, or warrants for stored oil. In our fed- 
eral reserve banks can help Standard Oil to 
hold its products for a favorable market, can- 
not some plan be found of a similar kind to 
help market farm crops at profitable prices? 


The county agricultural advisors should be 


liberated from the bureaucratic control centered 
at Washington, and in the agricultural colleges, 
and they become a part of a marketing depart- 
ment, national in scope, and so developed that 
both producers and consumer shall be protected 
from those who gamble on boards of trade and 
elsewhere in. the necessities of life. 


Whenever profitable prices can be assured 


for farm crops, the production end will auto- 
matically take care of itself. 
Our war exper- 


ience clearly demonstrated this fact. 
Society 


should cease following lines of least resistance 
ar.d through drastic or radical remedies pre- 
vent the disintegration of its basic industry. 


Nostrums of a quarter of a million dollars 


spent in an advertising stunt suggested by 
newspaper men, or plans of bankers to help 
the farmers to borrow more money, and have 
more debts and more tribute to pay to bankers 
:n interest charged, only delays the coming day 
of Judgment. 


Farmers are not all like Micawber who when 


he succeeded in borrowing money in one bank 
to be used in paying interest due at another 
bank "thanked the Lord that another debt has 
been paid." Farmers need conditions that will 
enable them to get out of debt, not deeper into 
debt. .They 
need 
modern 
improvements in 


their homes! Kerosene lamps, outside toilets, 
pioneer methods of housework, should be out 
of date in country homes as they are out of 
date in city homes. 


I maintain that the sorry plight of agricul- 


ture is the most important question for con- 
sideration, and that it is the concern of all our 
people to see that new policies are adopted that 
shall bring relief. The poet said, years ago 
"111 fares the land 
To hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates 
And men decay. 
A bold peasantry, their country's pride, 
When once destroyed, can never be supplied." 


"Our chautauqua closed last week with near- 


ly $100 deficit," related 
the landlord of the 


Petunia tavern. "A number of our leading cit- 
izens guaranteed it and had to stand the loss. 
Week before last a medicine show was here, 
and left town about ?400'to the good. That's 
the way it always goes."
